In view of John’s mission, it was said that 
‘the least in the kingdom of heaven is greater 
than he.” We look at this just as it is said. 
that the least in the kinod m of heaven is 
greater than. John, and if there are those who 
are less than John, itis because they are not 
in the kingdom of heaven, but 3ome other in 
stitution or order of things. ‘The declaration 
is a positive one, and it is either true or false. 

From what we have previously written on 
the kingdom, and doubtless the kingdom here 
alluded to, we are prepared to examine the 
subject of the standing before God of those 
who are in the kingdom of heaven. We have 
previously shown that the kingdom was to be 
introduced and established through and by a 
heavenly messenger, who was to visit the 
earth after John the apostlé, wrote the revela- 
tfons, who was to bring to the earth the ever- 
lasting glad tidings, something which had not 
been announced before; for though there had 
béen plad tidings proclaimed before, yet, the 
everlasting glad tidings had not been pro- 
claimed before. From what is said in the 3d 
of Malichi and Ist verse, there was to bea 
messenger irispired that was to obtain a stand- 
ing before -God, different fiom all that had 
gone hefore. ‘Behold, I send my messenger, 
and he shall prepare the way hefore me: and 
the Lord whom ye seek shall suddenly come 
to his temple, even the messenger of the cov- 
enant, whom ye delight in: behold, he shall 
come, saith the Lord of hosts.” Here the 
Lord is to send a messenger, who is to pre 
pare the way before him, [the Lord.] This 
was never said of John the Baptist; it was 
said of him that he was t> be a messenger sent 
of the Lord before the face of the Jews, and 
to prepare their way hefore them; but of this 
one it i8 said, he shall prepare the way before 
the Lord, and what follows shews that this 
messenger was neither John the Baptist, nor 
any or either of the apostles; for soon after| 
the appearance of this messenger, the Lord 
was to come suddenly to his temple, and it is 
confirmed by a “behold he shall come” so 
that there is to be no misgiving in the case, 
‘he shall come,” and when he comes “the is to 
be asa refiner’s fire and fuller’s soap, and 
shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver, and 
shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge them 
as gold and silver, that they may offer unto 
the Lord an offering in righteousness.”

sume all these kingdoms, and it shall stand 
for ever.””. ‘These ten kingdoms accordi.g to 
the best knowledge we can get by tracing the 
history of the world down t» the present day, 
includes the European or Allied powers. See 
Daniel, 7th chapter, 11th and 12th verses: 
‘beheld then because of the voice of the 
great words which the horn spake: | beheld 
even till the beast was slain, and his body 
destroyed, and given to the burning flame. 
As eoncerning the rest of the beasts, they had 
their dominion taken away: yet their lives 
were prolonged for a season and time.” The 
eleventh kingdom that grew out of the Ro- 
man empise, according to Daniel’s vision, 
was to be destroyed and put out of existence ; 
but. the-first ten was to have their dominion 
taken away, bat their lives prolcnged for a 
season and time. Notice the 12th verse: 
 Agvording to Daniel’s and John’s visions. 
these ten kingdoms will make war. with the 
Lamb and his company, and be overcome, 
dut their lives will he prolonged for a season 
and_a time, to help the Lamb and his company 
throw down old Babylon. If the Allied Pow- 
ere make war with the Lamb, and his called 
chosen and faithful ones—of course, they 
meke war with the Lamb’s kingdom which 
Daniel said should be set up in the days of 
these kings. Although it should be like a 
stone cut from the mountain without hands, 
or like a grain of mustard seed; yet it will 
revail and not be prevailed against. ‘l'his 
ingdom in order that the Allied Powers can 
make war with it, must have a location some- 
where in its commencement. We ascertain 
by a careful perasal of the word «f God, that 
it will commence with the daughters of Zion 

where the first dominion comer. .
